Ordinarily,  a  'Jovemor  -  General 
took  the  advice  of  bis  Mlalaters.  The 
aituatlon  that  bad  arieea  was  whether 
the  Oovemment  would  eserdee  con- 
trol of  Partlament. 

I*arliammt  Mnat  Control 

"My  Ideas  of  responsible  govern- 
ment." said  Mr.  Melghen,  "Is  holding 
a  government  reepensible  to  the  peo- 
ple's repreeentatlees.  If  a  govern- 
ment was  to  bUl  and  throttle  a  par- 
liament when  the  latter  wished  to 
censure  or  ■  .nflrr,,n  th«f  govern- 
ment, where  »«•  t .  Fpiin.»i ble  govern- 
ment ^  ■

Domlaleaa.  Ms  b^evad  In  trade  w.Uh 
the  Mother  Country  partleulsriy.  He 
was  heartily  In  favor  of  oulthraUng 
trade  within  the  Empire  aa  it  tended 
to  solidarity  within  the  Common- 
w  ea  lib 

He  leifllled  ibo  f.iot  that  before  hlt» 
Oovernmoni  w«n!  i.ut  of  power  the 
advantages  of  trade  between  Austra- 
lia and  Canada  had  been  gone  Into 
with  the  southern  Dominion.  It  had 
been  arranged  that  ^^vantagea  should 
be  affordetl  Auatralla  and  Canada  on 
the  principle  of  raising  the  tariff  in 
Canada  against  goods  brought  In 
from  foreign  countries.  Australia 
wHJt  then  tci  ({ot  the  ailvantago  .mm- 
ilar  to  that  given  to  the  Mother 
Couiiti^  bjr  a  preferential  tariff. 

That  treaty  had  been  the  basin  of 
the  one  ae^pted.  Before  it  got  (o 
l>arl lament  it  was  altered.  Mr.  King 
had  aubseribed   to  the  Progressive 

platform,  which  was  for  freedom  of 
entry  of  foodstuffa  into  Canada.  He 
Wai-  i)resmed  by  the  ProRrensI \es  to 
nav  how  he  wan  going  to  approve  of 
the  raining  of  the  tariff  tn  foodstuffs. 

Mr.  King  had  to  change  It.  He  put 
the  tariff  on  farm  i>roducts  back  to 
what  It  had  been  and  then  took  off 
the  duty  as  against  Australia-  He 
cancelled  the  original  treaty,  which 
had  granted  fair  protection  to  the 
fnrmeiM  ^,f  thi.x  country  and  put  the 
farmers  of  t^^tnada  Into  competition 
Hfralnnt  the  fr.  e  butter  from  Auslr.i- 
lia.  The  explanation  offered  wa,"» 
that  butter  woub]  not  come  In  from 
that  country.  But  the  butter  did 
rome  ti^  aire*  tlie  farmer  of  this 
country  was  expoeed  to  tbe  competi- 
tion of  the  'whole  world. 

Pr»»trc-tlon  for  Farmer 

Had  Mr.  King  not  yielded  to  the 
i'rogreaslves  tlio  f.irmer  could  have 
been  protected.  When  the  butter 
poured  in  the  Government  had  to  Im- 
pose a  dumping  duty  against  the  Aus- 
tralian product.  He  did  not  know 
how  Auatralla  would  look  upon  this. 
It  might  be  that  the  treaty  wan 
endaoKered  by  this  act. 

The  I'onservatlves  would  not  wipe 
out  the  treaty  with  Australia.  There 
,would  be  an  honeat  attempt  made  to 
reform  the  treaty  along  lines  so  that 
the  farmer  in  the  Dominion  would 
f^et  protection  the  same  as  other 
'  lasses  In  Canada;  for  the  farmers 
^'hould  be  protecte.i  along  fair  lines 
I  be  ."lanie  as  of  hern. 

The  r.iberala  had  endorsed  In   19  19 
a   t.iriff   programme  In   favor  of  re- 
duced duties  on  a  large  )lat  of  articles 
coming  Into  the  eeuntry. 

The  Conservative  Oovernment  had 
been  defeated  In  the  election  of  1921 
('hiefl.>-.  however,  on  the  ho)te>'  of 
connrriptlon  In  (Juebec,  In  npite  of 
the  fact  that  the  Liberals  had  a  large 
following,  there  was  no  nttemiit 
made  to  bring  In  the  tariff  reform 
which  had  been  endorsed  by  them  In 
oppo.sitlon.  Mr.  Fielding  had  said  In 
the  House  that  he  never  believed  in 
the  It  It  tariff  programme  of  his 
party. 

The  IJtwrals  knew  that  protcrtion 
was  so  eeaential  to  the  flacal  policy 
of    Canada,  that     they     only  dealt 

with  one  inituslr\  after  aridther 
as  pressure  wns  brought  to  bear  upon 
the  (Jovernnieni  to  act.  The  nteel 
indunlry  In  turn  w  i.s  made  the  object 
of  tinkering  and  the  result  had  been 
that  the  industry  had  t>een  forced 
to  the  verge  of  ruin,  with  forty  per 
cent  of  the  population  lu  one  of  the

He  has  an  ex- 
cellent' working  understanding  of  the 
way  the  people  of  Canada  are  think- 
ing. He  knows  them  so  well  that  he 
cannot  believe  tiiat  in  tkair  election 
verdict  on  September  14  next  they 
will  condone  the  AJustoins  Scandal 
and  the  -MlfeaiMMe  in  office  which 
was  shown  by  the  late  regime.  He  be- 
lieves, too,  that  the  people,  or  a  con- 
siderable majority  of  them,  believe  in 
a  fitcal  policy  of  ttability.  and,  more- 
over, that  they  are  anxious  for  the 
opportunity  to  put  an  end  to  govern- 
ment by  compromise  and  connivance. 

The  present  campaign  is  a  strenu- 
ous one  for  the  party  leaders,  and  the 
remarkable  thing  is  that  their  power 

of  endurance  enables  them  to  cover 
to  much  territory  and  engage  in  so 
many  tpeechea.  That  they  ehoald  do 
to,  however,  it  what  the  people  of 
Canada  expect,  and  it  is  a  more  diffi- 
cult task  in  this  country  than  in  any 
other  because  distances  arc  so  great.
